Tariff  laws 
flexible  says 
exec  speaker 

“Importation  is  a privilege 
and  not  a right.” 

Dr.  Edgar  B.  Brossard,  retired 
chairman  of  the  United  States 
Tariff  Commission  told  the  Ex- 
ecutive Lecture  audience  Tues- 
day that  America  is  still  fortun- 
ate in  'that  the  democratic  ec- 
onomy enjoyed  in  this  country 
supports  the  best  interests  of 
all  the  country  and  the  citizens. 

United  States  trade  began  as 
a dependent  market,  he  stated, 
with  the  colonies  sending  raw 
materials  to  the  mother  coun- 
tries in  trade  for  manufactured 
products.  During  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  the  colonies  had 
to  learn  to  produce  their  own 
needed  manufactured  items. 

TO  PROVIDE  revenue  for  the 
new  government,  to  protect  new 
industries,  and  to  encourage 
growth  of  other  manufactures 
the  first  tariff  law  was  enacted 
in  1789. 

Since  that  time,  Dr.  Brossard 
explained,  the  opposing  factions 
of  protectionists  and  free  trad-  . 
ers  have  been  vieing  for  tariff 
control. 

THE  TARIFF  LAWS  of  1922 
and  1930  placed  flexibility  in 
trade  regulation,  he  said.  These 
laws  took  into  consideration  the 
difference  .in  costs  in  the  U.S. 
and  the  foreign  countries. 

Congress  has  since  been  dele- 
gating more  and  more  authority 
to  the  president  to  regulate  tar- 
iffs. Dr.  Brossard  seriously 
questioned  Congress’  ability  to 
delegate  such  rights  granted  to 
Congress  by  the  Constitution.
